| SIGNS S.B. 804 


0 On August 9 Governor Otto Kerner vetoed H. B. 
(4429 (Corporate Practice for Professional Engineers) 
ut signed into law a companion measure S. B. 804 
iG professional associations). 

In his veto message the governor said: 


“This Bill would authorize professional engineers 


Act to organize and practice as a corporation. The 
“purpose of this Bill is to permit registered professional 
Pngineers to take advantage of the deferred compensa- 
fiion provisions of the Federal Internal Revenue Code 
as currently interpreted by the Treasury Department 
bf the United States. 

“‘T have approved Senate Bill 804 which would 
permit two or more State-licensed professional per- 
‘sons to organize a professional association to accom- 
plish the same purpose and I, therefore, veto and 
' withhold my approval from this Bill.’’ 


THE NEW LAW 


For an Act to authorize professional associations. 

' Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, 
jrepresented in the General Assembly: 

Section 1. Any 2 or more persons duly licensed to 
practice a profession under the laws of this State may 
)form a professional association, as distinguished from 
Leither a partnership or a corporation, by associating 
] themselves for the purpose of rendering professional 
Wservices and dividing the gains therefrom as stated 
in articles of association; provided that no professional 
_ associations organized pursuant to this Act shall en- 
'gage in more than one type of professional service. 


‘form the type of professional service for which the 
/ association is formed. 
| Section 2. As used in this Act, the term 
| sional service’? means any type of personal service to 
the public which requires as a condition precedent to 
the rendering of such service the obtaining of a license, 
and which service by law cannot be performed by a 
corporation. The term ‘‘license’’ includes a license, 
certificate of registration or any other evidence of the 
gatisfaction of State requirements. 
Section 3. A professional association may adopt 
a name consisting of the full or last name of one or

ciated’’ or ‘‘association’’ or ‘‘and associates’’ or the 
abbreviation ‘‘assoc.’’ Nothing in this Act shall be 
construed as affecting ‘‘An Act in relation to the use 
of an assumed name in the conduct or transaction of 
business in this State’’, approved July 17, 1941, as 
heretofore or hereafter amended. 

Section 4. A professional association may in its 
own name invest its funds in real estate, mortgages, 
stocks, bonds, or any other type of investment, and 
may own real or personal property necessary or ap- 
propriate for rendering its professional service. 

Section 5. Each individual licensed in this State 
to perform professional services who is employed by 
a professional association shall remain subject to repri- 
mand or discipline for his conduct under the provisions 
of the licensing statue pursuant to which he is licensed. 

Section 6. This Act does not alter any law ap- 
plicable to the relationship between a person furnish- 
ing professional service and a person receiving such 
professional service including liability arising out of 
such professional service. 

Section 7. Articles of association may provide that 
a professional association shall continue as a separate 
entity independent of its members, for all purposes for 
such period of time as provided in the articles, or until 
dissolved by a vote of two-thirds of the members, and 
shall continue notwithstanding the death, insanity, 
incompetency, conviction for felony, resignation, with- 
drawal, transfer of membership, retirement, or expul- 
sion of any one or more of the members (except the 
last surviving member), the admission of or transfer of 
membership to any new member or members, or the 
happening of any other event, which under the law 
of this State and under like circumstances, would 
work a dissolution of a partnership. Articles may 
provide that no member of a professional association 

- shall have the power to dissolve the association by his 
independent act of any kind. 

Section 8. A _ professional association organized 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be gov- 
erned by a Board of Directors or an Executive Com- 
mittee elected by the members, and represented by 
officers elected by the Board of Directors or Executive 
Committee, so that centralization of management will 
be assured, and no member shall have the power to 
bind the association within the scope of the associa- 
tion’s business or profession merely by virtue of his 
being a member of the association. Officers and mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors or Executive Committee 
shall be members of the professional association. 
Officers need not be members of the Board of Directors 
or Executive Committee except that the President 
shall be a member of the Board of Directors or Execu- 
tive Committee. The members may adopt such by- 
laws as they may deem proper, or the power to promul-

NON-REGISTERED MEMBERS? 


Non-registered engineers as members of NSPE? 
What do you think of that? It looks like you’ll have 
a chance to vote on this question, so maybe you ought 
to give it some thought. In July NSPE Board of Diree- 
tors gave a tentative OK to the idea (with some strings } 
attached). Now here’s the steps we take with this | 
idea. ; 

1. NSPE Board of Directors told the Constitution 
and By-Laws Committee to bring to the October meet- | 
ing a draft of a constitutional amendment that would 
make it possible for non-registered engineers to be 
NSPE members under certain conditions. | 

2. In October NSPE Board of Directors will do — 
one of the following with the report: (a) reject; (b) 
accept; (c) refer back to committee, or (d) approve. 

We’ll have to look at these possibilities together— 
termites made a cribbage board out of my Ouija. 

If the Board does (a) reject, that’s the end of that. 
If the Board does (b) accept, that’s lovely, but nothing 
happens. If the Board takes (c) refers back to com- — 
mittee, nothing will happen until February or June, 
1962. If the Board takes (d) approve, they push the 
lift-off button for you to vote on a constitutional 
amendment. Now let’s assume the Board takes the

The officers of 
the association shall include a President, Vice Pres- 
ident, Secretary, Treasurer, and such other officers as 
the Board of Directors or Executive Committee may 
determine. Any one person may serve in more than 
one office provided that the President and the Secre- 
tary of the professional association shall not be the 
same person. 

Section 9. Shares or units of ownership in a pro- 
fessional association shall be transferable to persons 
licensed to perform the same type of professional sery- 


ice as that for which the professional association was 
formed.

, | Under the present Internal Revenue Code a cor- 
‘poration may establish a Pension or Profit Sharing 
(6 Plan for the benefit of its officers and employees and 
Wthe sums paid into such a plan will, providing it has 
# been approved by Internal Revenue, be tax exempt. 
No such provision is presently made for individual or 
partnerships (although legislation is now pending in 
Congress to provide similar tax relief in these areas). 
| In order that professional engineers might take ad- 
‘§ vantage of this provision of the code, H. B. 1429 was 
% drafted and introduced at the last session of the legis- 
| lature. This bill would have permitted the organiza- 
® tion of a corporation to carry on the practice of pro- 
® fessional engineering (provided that such corporation 
¥ met certain restrictive requirements). 

Meanwhile, the Ninth Cireuit Court of Appeals, in 
| U. S. vs. Kintner (216 F. 2nd 418), held that a busi- 
¥ ness association, having the principal attributes of a 
corporation, would be treated as a corporation for tax 
} purposes, including those pertaining to exemption of 
) sums paid into a qualified Pension and Profit Sharing 
' Plan. Subsequently, the Department of Internal Rev- 
Y enue issued regulations adopting, in substance, the 
theory of the Kintner case. 

S. B. 804 was introduced at the last session of the 
legislature to authorize professional people, who could 
not qualify for the tax benefits referred to above, be- 
cause they could not incorporate, to get these benefits 
by organizing a Kintner-Type Association. 

This bill provided that two or more membcrs of a 
profession might organize an association to practice 
their profession, which would constitute a separate 
legal entity, independent of its members, and which 
would continue in existence notwithstanding ° the 
death, insanity or withdrawal of any of its members. 
Such an association would be governed by a Board of 
Directors or Executive Committee and units of own- 
ership in it would be transferable to other members 
of the profession. Thus, such an association would 
have continuity of life, centralization of management 
and some degree of free transferability of interest. 
The only principal corporate attribute that would be 
lacking would be limited liability. 

Both H. B. 1429 and S. B. 804 passed the legisla- 
ture (as did S. B. 869 and S. B. 870, which would 
have permitted physicians to incorporate). The Gov- 
ernor, on August 9th, signed S. B. 804. On the same 
date he vetoed H. B. 1429 and S. B. 869 and S. B. 870, 
on the ground that the purpose for which they were 
introduced could be accomplished under S. B. 804. 

As indicated above, the principal difference be- 
tween an association created pursuant to S. B. 804

NATIONAL DIRECTOR REPORTS FROM THE NATIONAL SOCIETY OF 
PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS—27TH ANNUAL MEETING—SEATTLE—JULY 4-7, 196 


DURING THE NSPE annual meeting in Seattle, Frank 
W. Edwards, P.E., was elected Vice-Chairman of the 
Functional Section for Consulting Engineers in 
Private Practice. He will represent the Central Area, 
and in addition, has been assigned by Chairman George 
S. Rawlins of North Carolina to head the Professional 
Practices Activities of the Functional Section. These 
activities deal with engineer-client relations, ethics, 
registration and unlawful practice. 


For the second 


Again Illinois was number one. 
time in three years ISPE won the coveted member- 
ship contest, placing first among the seven largest 
state societies in the nation. Amstutz, Missman and 
Edwards, National Directors, 
attended the meeting in Seattle 
and were proud to display the 
first place pennant throughout 
the Board sessions. 

This Board of Direction meet- 
ing was among the best attended 
in history. On the first role call 
51 of the 53 societies making up 
the membership of NSPE re- 
sponded. Only Puerto Rico 
failed to have its representative 
present before the end of the 
meeting.

A most significant action was taken by the NSPE 
Board regarding future membership. At the time the 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers proposed 
its functional plan in 1956, it also suggested that 
NSPE consider opening temporarily its membership 
to non-registered engineers holding suitable grades of 
membership in one or more of the technical societies. 
Extensive consideration by the NSPE Inter-society 
Relations Committee has been given to this matter. 
A proposal for information of NSPE members appear- 
ed in the June 1961 issue of the AMERICAN EN- 
GINEER. Any decision regarding change in member- 
ship qualifications must ultimately rest with the mem- 
bership, therefore, all members of ISPE are urged to. 
study the article by Garvin H. Dyer, past president 
of NSPE, in the June AMERICAN ENGINEER. The 
Board gave preliminary endorsement to the plan which 
will be considered again at the Fall meeting. A typo- 
graphical error occurred in this article and should be 
corrected in order to give the correct interpretation 
‘to the proposal. On page 54 of the AMERICAN EN- 
GINEER, sub paragraph b should read as follows: 

“Any other national engineering society which, 
in the opinion of the Board of Directors of the 
National Society of Professional Engineers as 
expressed by two-thirds vote of those present at 
any regular meeting of the said Board, has mem- 


enna 


bership equivalent to the membership require 
ments of the engineering founder societies and 
which has a grade of membership which shall 
as of a specific date, require the holding of a 
valid license or certificate of registration as a; 
professional engineer .. .”’ d 

Another action by the Board of particular import-: 
ance to ISPE delt with reimbursement of expenses of 
national directors. Under the current formula reim-. 
bursement for partial expenses are paid for two of 
the five directors from Illinois. The Board passed 
a motion to limit reimbursement to not more than 
four directors from any one society. ISPE is not 
affected immediately by this action. However, when 
Illinois doubles its current national membership, under 
the old rules partial expenses of 5 national directors 
would have to be reimbursed. In other words, com- 
pared to treatment afforded smaller State Societies, 
Illinois will be penalized for growing large. ‘‘Taxa-; 
tion without representation’’ caused trouble in the 
past. Illinois should think ahead on problems of this 
kind in order to avoid trouble in the future. 


A couple of suggestions made at the meeting should 
be considered by ISPE and its chapters. It was sug- 
gested that state societies might establish suitable 
awards for deserving candidates designated by the - 
chapters or by the State for consideration for an 
Armeo Scholarship. It was suggested, also, that chap- 
ters explore the possibility of initiating the AIKE 
Functional Plan at the local level. 


Again observers from other national societies were 
official observers at the NSPE meeting. The two 


Canadian engineering organizations were represented. 
The President of ASCE attended a portion of the meet- 
ing, and also representatives from AIME, ASME and 
ATIE.

The Functional Section for Engineers in Govern- 
ment Practice has become an important division of 
| NSPE. Together with the Functional Section for En- 
, gineers in Private Practice, they have become a very 
| dominant force though it is probable that the Section 
) for Engineers in Private Practice is the more vocal 
» of the two. However, the potential of the Engineers 
/ in Government is greater since it covers such a large 
; and diversified field. It has been very encouraging 
' to learn that the various department heads in Federal 
| Government are urging their engineering personnel to 
' become registered and to become active in professional 
- activities. This is true on almost every level, including 
Civil Service and various branches of the Armed 
Services. Legislation is presently pending in the Con- 
gress with the view of setting up separate salary clas- 
sifications for Professional Engineers, Scientists and 
_ Mathematicians. 


| The situation in New York City which has been 

' previously reported, namely, the directive on the part 
of Mayor Wagner encouraging the engineers working 
for the city to become unionized, is still being vigor- 
ously fought by the local chapter as well as the New 
York State Society. The situation in Montana with 
the Highway Department is still critical where an 
attempt is also being made to force unionization. 


Steps are being taken to organize a Functional 
Section for Engineers in Industry. Various industries 
are taking positive measures to secure registration of 
their engineering personnel. NSPE is fully aware of 
the movement which is sweeping the industrial field 
and is now presenting an Annual Industrial Profes- 
sional Development Award. The Award this year was 
presented to the Instrument and Transformer centers 
of the General Electric Company. The Award Com- 
mittee selected these two divisions of General Electric 
on the basis of their forward-looking policies in the 
areas of registration, education and technical training, 
technical and professional society membership, pro- 
fessional working conditions, utilization, engineering 
titles, engineer-management communications, salary 
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plans and merit review programs. Suitable bronze 
plaques were presented by President Noah E. Hull to:

At the opening session, Past President, Harold A. 
Mosher discussed the activities 
of the Committee on Federal 
Engineering and Scientific Ae- 
tivities. Some of the studies and 
recommendations made by this 
committee concerning Federal 
Government Activities that ef- 
fect the Engineering Profession 
are: 

1. That a Cabinet-level De- 
partment of Engineering 
and Science should not 
be created. A high-level 
coordinating body, desig- 
nated as the National Advisory Council for En- 
gineering and Science should be established. 

2. NSPE should not offer judgment on the de- 
sirability of establishing a Cabinet-level De- 
partment of Urban Affairs or a Federal pro- 
gram to provide aid to communities in planning 
and providing man transportation services in 
urban and metropolitan areas. 

3. That NSPE should study any proposals to ere- 
ate a Department of Transportation with En- 
gineer’s Joint Council. 

4. That NSPE express its general support, and 
encourage young engineers who are qualified 
and interested to participate in the Youth 
Peace Corps. 

5. NSPE has long favored the creation of a De- 
partment of Public Works and should take no 
immediate action but be in a position to re- 
evaluate its stand. 

6. That the Society policy on support of promot- 
ing Engineering Research should be expanded. 

The Board adopted a resolution approving the 

appointment by President Hull of four Professional 
Engineer members to the Board of Trustees of the 
Institute for Certifying Engineering Technicians. 
Many actions will be required and some time will 
elapse before the program for Certifying Engineering 
Technicians can be put in effect.

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Karl O. Werwath, President of the Milwaukee 
School of Engineering gave an interesting discussion 
on the Technician in Russia. He had visited Russia 
early this summer with a team to analyze the teaching 
and utilization of technicians. Some of his impressions 
were: 

‘‘Teachers are earnest and well qualified in the two 
year technical institutes. Students are serious about 
their studies, carefully screened, with emphasis on 
math and languages. Most of the students choose 
English for their second language. Teaching pro- 
erams are thorough—the program narrow, each 
student being trained for a single specialty. There 
is strong emphasis on training teachers for export 
to other countries.”’ 

The Board adopted several resolutions to imple- 
ment the Functional Plan as outlined in the June issue 
of the American Engineer. Basically, it would per- 
mit non-registered engineers having membership, in 
the upper grades, in any of the five Engineering 
Founding Societies to become ‘‘Members’’ of NSPE 
within a period of three years. The Engineering 
Founding Societies would change their requirements 
in the upper grades to make registration as a Profes- 
sional Engineer mandatory within the three year 
period. This action will require constitutional and 
by-law changes at the National and State levels. 

The Public Relations Committee announced that 
the first of six NSPE films would be given a premier 
showing at the October Board meeting. The film is 
directed at engineering students. Later films will deal 
with NSPE members, engineering management, Pro- 
fessional Engineers non-members, non-registered en- 
gineers, and the general public. 

The Education Committee reported that a survey 
questionnaire will go out to all Engineering Schools 
this Autumn requesting information on what they are 
doing to inculcate professional concepts. 

Lief J. Sverdrup, President and Director of the 
Engineering firm of Sverdrup and Parcel, Inc., was 
presented the NSPE award for meritorious service to 
the Engineering Profession at the concluding banquet. 

The Washington Society is to be highly compli- 
mented for the excellent arrangements made for the 
Annual meeting. In addition, they provided a chil- 
dren and ladies program of the greatest interest. The 
July 6th evening highlight was a boat trip on Puget 
Sound to a salmon bake.

and a corporation, which H. B. 1429 would have au- 
thorized if it had been approved, is that, in the case 
of the corporation, there would have been limited lia- 
bility, while, in the case of the association, its mem- 
bers will remain personally liable for obligations in- 
curred. 


In addition, there were certain differences with 
respect to the restrictive features of the two bills. 
H. B. 1429 would have required that the principal 
business of a corporation organized under it be pro- 
fessional engineering. Under S. B. 804, the sole busi- 
ness of an association organized to practice profes- 
sional engineering will have to be professional engi- 
neering. Under H. B. 1429 the chief executive officer 
or managing agent of the corporation would have been 
required to be a registered professional engineer. Un- 
der S. B. 804, all of the officers of the association must 
be registered professional engineers. Under H. B. 
1429, at least a majority of the directors of the cor- 
poration would have been required to be registered

professional engineers. Under S. B. 804, all of the 
directors or members of the executive committee must 
be registered professional engineers. H. B. 1429 con- 
tained no limitation with respect to stockholders. Un- 
der S. B. 804, all members of the association must be 
registered professional engineers. 


There are a number of technical aspects with re- 
spect to the organization of an association, pursuant 
to S. B. 804, and with respect to the adoption and 
approval of Pension and Profit Sharing Plans. Pro- 
fessional engineers interested in establishing such an 
association and adopting such a plan should, by all 
means, seek competent legal and accounting advice 
in connection therewith. 
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WORKSHOP IDEAS IMPLEMENTED 


During the month of May the Illinois Society of 
Professional Engineers held three regional workshops 
at which nearly 150 ISPE chapter officers and commit- 
tee chairmen were in attendance. 


Minutes were kept at each of the three workshops 
and the state headquarters staff has been correlating 
the ideas presented. Some of the suggestions, many 
of which have already been implemented, are listed 
below. In most instances, the personnel of all three 
workshops agreed on the activities suggested. 


_ i. The Yearbook Edition of the Illinois Engineer 
was made more functional, as you have already seen, 
by printing a double roster run—one by chapters and 
a straight alphabetical roster for reference. 


2. There was considerable discussion as to the 
personnel cards currently kept by chapter secretaries. 
Many were incomplete and one of the chief problems 
was the transfer of the file of one secretary to another 
the following year. Making use of our IBM equip- 
ment, the headquarters staff has designed a new con- 
tinuous form of IBM ecard that will be run automati- 
cally and sent to each chapter secretary. A complete 
new personnel file, with all information available on 
each member, will be ready for each chapter secre- 
tary about the first of the year and also a special IBM 
file cabinet in which to keep these records will be sup- 
plied. It is the goal of the state headquarters to pro- 
eess every state member, making full utilization of 
our IBM equipment and eliminating all typewritten 
_ procedure. In this way we approach maximum utili- 
zation of our IBM installation. 


3. You will have already noticed that the Tlinois 
Engineer will carry the names and addresses of new 
members in the Society and they will be listed by chap- 
ter for use and follow-up by chapter officers. 


4. It was generally agreed that a new membership 
brochure and a new IBM application card would be 
used to kick off the most intensive membership drive 
in our Society history. The week before Labor Day, 
nearly 12,000 brochures and cards were mailed to po- 
tential members throughout the state. The chapter 
officers attending the workshops agreed that they 
would organize an excellent follow-up campaign at 
the local chapter level and would use the duplicate 
application cards for their chapter to make personal 
contact with the potential members. 


5. In order to cut down paper work, it was agreed 
that Board minutes would be sent only to chapter 
presidents, secretaries and board members. The of- 
fice would eliminate special notice to state committee 
chairmen and they would receive only those minutes 
containing information pertinent to their activity. A 
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special notification would be made on the front of 
the minutes, calling the committee chairman’s atten- 
tion to the fact that the minutes in hand contain in- 
formation for his work. His vice chairman also would 
receive the same notification. 


6. One of the great problems in maintaining con- 
tinuous growth is the salvaging of delinquent mem- 
bers. Listing of all delinquent members will continue 
to go to chapter secretaries, chapter membership 
chairmen and members of the Board. Since the work- 
shops, our headquarters staff has already arranged to 
run such lists automatically on IBM and one such list 
was already sent to chapter presidents and secretar- 
ies. Experience has shown that in most cases where 
dues are delinquent just a courteous letter or phone 
call from one of the chapter officers successfully serves 
as a reminder to the member to remit his dues. Our 
membership growth and percentage of gain will in- 
crease substantially if a stronger effort is made on 
the part of the chapter officers to round up the re- 
maining annual stipends. 


7. It was agreed that the membership situation 
should be mailed quarterly and listed by chapters 
and that the distribution would include chapter presi- 
dents, secretaries and membership chairmen. 


8. It was also agreed, and already implemented 
by the headquarters staff, that a summary of Board 
of Direction minutes and Executive Committee min- 
utes would be attached to the front of each upon dis- 


tribution. The summaries would also appear in the 
Illinois Engineer. 
9. The headquarters staff is constantly striving 


to make the Illinois operation as efficient as possible 
and, with the new IBM equipment, the accuracy of 
their records will depend largely on the information ~ 
supplied by each member. ISPE 1962 billing will be 
done in October and, along with the bill, every mem- 
ber will receive a return IBM posteard with his roster 
listing on it as it appeared in the 1961 Yearbook. Our 
staff is well aware that some of the information we 
have on some of our members is obsolete and if they 
will but return the IBM ecard with any corrections 
or additions desired in the roster listing, the Illinois 
records should be as accurate as we can possibly make 
them. A continuous IBM post card form for this pur- 
pose has been designed and will soon be reaching our 
state office for constant follow-up on versonnel data 
changes. 


The officers and headquarters staff of this Society 
are grateful for the interest and cooperation shown 
during the workshop sessions. You may rest assured 
it is our goal to make your office modern and efficient 
and to continue to organize machine programs that 
will make the tasks of our committee chairmen and 
chapter officers as easy and efficient as possible.

Dear Bob: 

Upon my return from Seattle I found your letter of July 
5, 1961, regarding the possibilities of amending the registra- 
tion law in Illinois to deal with the point raised by Judge 
Freeman in the Modern Engineering case. 

I assume you and the members of the ISPE Board of Di- 
rection are familiar with Judge Freeman’s point which is 
really only a technicality in terms of certain words which 
were included in the definition of the practice of engineering 
in the Ohio and Michigan registration laws. The Michigan 
Society has since put through an amendment to their law 
which deletes the language in the definition found objection- 
able by Judge Freeman. Ohio has this under consideration 
but so far has not sponsored an amendment. 

As I read the definition in the Illinois Professional Engi- 
neering Act and the Structural Engineering Registration Act 
there is no reference in the definition conditioning it on the 
public welfare or the safeguarding of life, health or property. 
It was this type of language of limitation in the definition as 
contained in the Ohio and Michigan laws which led to Judge 
Freeman’s decision. Inasmuch as the Illinois law apparently 
does not have such conditional language of limitation, I would 
think that you do not have any problem on this particular 
point. The point I have been discussing should not be confused 
with the language in Section 1 of the Illinois Professional 
Engineering Act which states that the purpose of the law is 
to safeguard life, health and property. Judge Freeman did 
not voice any objection to this statement of purpose, but con- 
fined his objection only to similar language in the definition 
of the practice of engineering which he felt made the defini- 
tion vague and ambiguous, and, therefore, unconstitutional.

The Executive Committee of ISPE discussed the “Sug- | 
gested Plan for Extending NSPE Membership to Qualified | 
but Nonregistered Engineers” at our meeting August 5th. At © 
the conclusion of our discussion it was moved that I commu- | 
nicate with you to indicate that we favor further explora- © 
tion of this plan. 

It was generally agreed that registration is an important 
membership requirement. It was also appreciated that many 
well qualified engineers are not registered. To tap this wealth 
of qualified engineers would raise the prestige of our Society. 


There was only one condition which posed a problem. 
Using ASCH as an example: it is possible for an unregistered 
engineer, 36 years of age, to be a Fellow Member by virtue 
of the automatic elevation which occurred with their consti- 
tutional change. This was considered a rather young age 
to be given NSPE membership without registration. This 
condition may well be taken care of by stipulating a mini- 
mum age at which we would accept this new grade member. 

It was the concensus that it was necessary to grant a 
vote to these members to make our offer attractive to quali- 
fied engineers. Withholding officership seemed to satisfy our 
Executive Committee. 

As indicated by the motion passed, we believe the matter 
should be actively pursued in the hope that our membership 
will approve a constitutional change embodying this plan.
